ference has some very remarkable achieve- 
ments to its credit: In Europe conferences 


but in the great majority of cases they 
have contented themselves with vague de 
clarations of good-will, setting up endless 
commissions to “work things out,” and 
postponing decisions tc a more favourable 
opportunity, At Washington, however, 
a different system was adopted. ‘‘Shirt- 
sleeve’ diplomacy has its faults, but it 
gets things done; and the American 
Government made up its mind that, before 
the European delegates left Washington, 
they should have put their signatures to & 
series of important treaties, The British 
delegation was led by Mr. Arthur Balfour, 
than whom there is no greater diplomatist 
alive. He recognised two things. America 
had set her heart upon the success of the 
Conference, and without American friend- 
ship Britain could not continue to flourish, 
Consequently, he ranged himself solidly 
behind Mr. Hughes, sinking purely British 
interests in the cause o: a world peace; 
and to his efforts, more, perhaps, than to 


Conference must, be attributed. 

The Conference set out to do two 
important things; the other items on 
its programme were of minor moment. 
In. the first place, i devoted its 
attention to disarmament, No man im 
his senses believed that it could abolish 
navies and armies altogether, and, as 
a matter of fact, its gttempts ‘to reduce 
military establishments were wrecked com- 
pletely by France. Nevertheless, the naval 
Treaty, which will come before the 
American Senate to-day for ratification, 
provides for a drastic limitation of naval 
armaments. The big fleets will be reduced 
to mere skeletons, and, while Mr. Balfour 
was not able to secure the abolition of the 
treacherous submarine, a special Conven- 
tion stipulates that it shall not be used, 
as it was used by the Germans, against 
merchant shipping. In‘the second place, 
the Conference tried to solve the Far 
Eastern problem. The treaty which was 
signed on Saturday last does not guarantee 
the peace of the Far East for ever; but it 
does a good deal. Britain’s unconditional 
restoration of Wei-hai-wei to the Chinese 
left Japan without an excuse for the 
retention of Shantung, and the peninsula 
has been given back to China. The Yap 
and the German cables questions have been 
settled, although the agreements have not 
yet reached treaty form. Therefore, to all 


to peace in the Pacific have beer. removed. 

The concrete value of this achievement 
is very great, but its political significance 
is even greater. It marks the end of 
America’s uncompromising aloofness from 
external affairs and if heralds the birth 
of @ real understanding with Great 
Britain. President Harding, warned by 
the experience of his predecessor, took 
office with a wholesome dread of inter- 
national conference. Now he has watched 
one of these formidable gatherings in 
session almost on his own doorstep and 
has come to the conclusion that European 
diplomatists are not so very dangerous 
people after all, Already this discovery 
is bearing fruit. Hitherto the American 
Government has had its doubts about 
Genoa; but, in view of the likelihood of 


George’s scheme for the revival of Euro 
pean trade, America may decide to give her 
support to Britain. In any case, the Wash- 
ington Conference undoubtedly has brought 
Britain and America closer together. Mr. 
Balfour's work has done more to clear tne 
American mind of prejudice than a dozen 
propagandist “ missions.”” Throughout the 
negotiations the “' self-seeking, grasping 
Imperialist *’ has been the champion of 
democratic ideals. He has proved to 
America that the British Monarchy is the 
most liberal institution in the world. That 
is not the least of the results of the 
Washington Conference. 


The German Strikes. 


The German railway troubles are becom- 
ing a danger to the very existence of the 
State. Last week the Government : for- 
bade the railway civil servants to strike, 
arrested some of the leaders, and con- 
fiscated strike funds. Now the postal and 
telegraph labourers have begun a sympa- 
thetic strike. The municipal workers of 
Berlin “came out” yesterday, and the 
tramway, water, gas, and electricity ser- 
vices are threatened with complete stop- 
page. Motor transport is being organised 
by the Government ; but its difficulties are 
increased by severe weather and a shortage 
of food supplies. If the strike continues, 
the city’s stocks of coal will be exhausted 
in a few days. Yet the Government can- 
not afford to compromise its claim that 
civil servants are not entitled to make 
war upon the State. The strike has 
ceased, indeed, to be a question of hours 
and wages, and has developed into a poli- 
tical conflict on which large issues depend. 
It is a fight, on the one hand, between 
the Majority Socialists and the Indepen- 
dent Socialists, and, on the other, between 
the State as employer and the men whom 
it employs. We are told sometimes that 
the war has made Germany prosperous 
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Channel. Irish farmers will learn 
much relief that the suspected animal at 
the port of Cork has been acquitted of 
the disease as the result of rigorous in- 
vestigation. The Irish live-stock industry is 
a national asset of the first importance, and 
at this critical moment no vigilance in 
safeguarding it can be excessive.

Postal Charges. 


At a meeting in London a few days ago

Whetherthis surplus shall 
be devoted to the relief of taxation or to the 
reduction of postal rates is the question at 
issue. The granting of better and cheaper 
postal communications would be bound to 
ive a stimulus to business generally.

British Toys. 


Whatever trades may enter into a new 


atmosphere of. prosperity under the Trish 
Free State, the toy trade is not likely 
to be one of them. German competition 
in this province is so hard to meet that 
the industry in England already has been 
beaten to a wasted and imeffective shadow. 
On Friday last a committee under the Safe- 
guarding of Industries Act listened to 
complaints from the Incorporated Associa- 
tion of British Toy ‘Manufacturers and 
Wholesalers. They declared that German 


firms could supply toys in England at 


les» than half the British price. It was 
the old story of the ruinous exchange. 
Three years ago 40,000 workers were em- 
ployed in the English toy industry, and 
wages reached some £3,000,000. To-day 
the number of such workers barély 
amounts to 5,000, and their wages are only 
about £500,000. German competition has 
accounted for the discrepancy betwee 
the two sets of figures, and through th 
agency some 55,000 skilled workers have 
lost their employment. While protective 
legislation may give a temporary reprieve 
to the home-made toy, such a reprieve is 
very unlikely to be permanent. The toy

THE BOUNDARIES CRISIS.

The Irish situation regarding the

James Craig has been spending the week- 
end in London, but it is understood tha: 
he has not yet seen the Prime Minister, 
who has been at Chequers for a shori 
rest. Influences are at work, however, to 
find a way out of the apparent difficulty, 
and the efforts of the Cabinet, Committee, 
under -Mr. Ohnrchill, are very pro- 
nounced. Hopes are entertained that, 
another meeting may be arranged shortly 
between Mr. Collins and Sir James Craig, 
and it is thought that the postponement 
of the Ard Fheis may help in this direc- 
tion. 

Sir James Craig had two interviews with 
Mr. Churchill yesterday, and the Cabined 
Committee on Ireland met in the morn- 
ing at the Colonial Office, and again in the 
afternoon at the Irish Office. This looks 
as though negotiations are taking ‘place, 
‘and leads to the hope that all may yet be 
well. Many Irishmen in London suggest 
that too great attention need not be paid 
to the apparent break-down of the under- 
standing between the Premiers of Southern 
and Northern Ireland; for disagreement 
in their opinion was certain to come, and 
the sooner it is over and settled the better 
for the ultimate peace of Ireland. In 
other circles, however, there is a consider- 
able perturbation, and a desire that a 
statement shall be made in the House of 
Commons at the earliest possible moment. 


THE BRITISH VIEW. 


In political quarters it is thought un- 
likely that the Government will consent 
to any change regarding the boundary 
arrangements, for Southern Ireland was 
told in vety definite language that the 
Treaty could not. be altered in any way, 
and a similar answer wil] have to be given 
to Northern Ireland, should a suggestion 
be made that the Treaty be altered to 
meet its views on the boundary question. 
It is hoped that what appears to be really 
a thorough misunderstanding will soon be 
adjusted by the ipa concerned, without 
injustice to either side. Several people 
suggest that the Boundary Commission 
should be set up with an independent 
chairman, an Overseas statesman being 
considered the best possible choice. It 
seems father an opportunity for General 
Smuts, but he has his hands full at 
present.

We may well *e content with Euripides, 
who wrote to create a more healthy public 
opinion and could find no better way to do 
it than by observing contemporary 
Athenian women. In fact, Mr: Gilbert 
Norwood tells us that Euripides was im- 
pelled to write by “the danger to the 
community which lies in allowing a great 
mass of persons to pass their lives and 
spend their energies within its borders 
without attempting to understand them.” 
His “understanding ”' brought to us the 
studies of the women of his finest works, 
the “Medea,” the “Hippolytus,’’ the 
“ Alcestis,’’ and the “ Andromache.” 

It has been said that Euripides was 
alone, or alone with Plato, in showing 
ar, adequate notion oí that radical disease, 
an imperfect ideal of women, of which, 
more than of anything «else, ancient 
civilisation perished. ~ 

Yet from our plays it would seem that 
radical disease still finds its victims among 
us, among dramatists, largely because 
they are obsessed by the necessity for a 
good “curtain’’ rather than by desire to 
study character. The Dublin Drama 
League is doing great service by giving 
representative work, and the interest it 
has aroused will bear fruit in many ways. 
Reading a play is a sorry substitute for 
its performance. Yet little other way of 
studying work, of thought and structure 
is open to us—the Abbey Theatre ex- 
cepted. 


A TRAGIC FIGURE. 


Another character-study made due im- 
pression here this week, this time of a 
figure moving through a reality of tragedy 
and horror that would pale many a drama. 
This was-the study of Marie Antoinette, 
given by Mr. Grant Robertson, ©.V.O., 
Principal of the Birmingham University. 
The occasion was the Lady | Ardilaun 
Lectures at Alexandra College, when “ The 
French Monarchy before the Revolution '' 
was the subject of the lectures. 


I was not able to go on Saturday, but 
the lecturer on Friday drew a very sym- 
pathetic picture of th» child-brile who 
went to France so ill-equipped for her 
high destiny. The lantern slides showed 
charming pictures of the retreat in the 
park at Versailles, where the young girl 
took her pleasures, dressing as a 
shepherdess and producing, and perform- 
ing in, plays with her intimates. It was 
innocent enough—we gain some pleasure 
that way in the Dublin Drama League— 
and it has great bearing on her character 
at the time. On her fortitude in adver- 
sity, her pride and extravagance, we often 
dwell It was good to revive this glimpse 
of her liking to put aside pomp and cere- 
mony, gontent with the sun and the 
country, “making believe” as children 
of all ages like to do, 


The lecture was very largely attended. 
The lecturer surveyed the period, the 
people who crossed its stage, and the 
governing conditions with a breadth of 
outlook that made his criticism and narra- 
tive of the highest educative value. 


Some bearing, too, on the better under- 
standing of women has the announcement 
that Mrs. Haslam has resigned the Presi- 
‘dency of the Irish Women Gitizens’ and 
Local Government Association. We have 
progressed somewhat since the day in 
which she and her husband founded this 
society in 1871. She, at least, can rest 
content with her share in battling with 
the “radical disease’’ against which 
Euripides raised his voice. That it was 
necessary to form such a society shows 
that our civilisation was more than 
threatened with the decay that overtook 
Athens. Honour to those who have had 
the courage and foresight to be the 
“citizens of a future commonweaitth.’’

COMMERCIAL MEN 
CONFIDENT.

Mr. M. P. Byrne, Chairman, presided at the 
annual meeting of the Irish Commercial 
Travellers’ Association, held in Dublin on 
Saturday evening. 

Mr. J. V. MacConville, Secretary, submitted 
the 55th annual report of the Committee, which 
stated that they were confident, with the im- 
proved btate of feeling in the pads g that the 
outlook for the Association was never brighter 
than at present. The Committee had carried 
out all the benevolent work, of which details 
were given, and maintained the Association out 
of revenue without drawing on capital. The 
investments showed an improvement, having 
increased in value by £434 &s. 10d. The out- 
lay in benevolence during the year (1921) 
reached the high figure of £804 10s. 4d. in 
grants to widows and oarphans of deceased 
members, illnees, eic. The Committee had 
taken up the matter of excessive hotel] charges, 
urged the restoration of pre-war privileges, 
and a revision of charges. Hotels in Ireland 
had been circularised, and from the replies there 
appeared to be a desire to fall in with the 
suggestions of the Committee. 

A letter was received from Mr. W. F. Weir 
expressing, on behalf of the United Kingdom 
Commercial Travellers’ Association, their con- 
gratulations on the successful initiative taken to 
reduce hotel charges to commercia] travellers. 

The Chairman, in proposing the adoption of 
the report, said that it was gratifying to note 
that the financial position of the Association 
was as strong ae ever. Although they had 

one through difficult times, they had not 
ound it necessary to realise any of their 
securities. They had survived five years of 
strife, and their affairs were in a eatisfactory 
state. He referred to tho great amount of 
benevolont work thet had been done through 
the Association and the steps that had been 
taken for the reduction of hotel! charges. He 
thought the outlook pointed to better times, 
improved conditions and trade. He suggested 
that an amalgamation of the kindred associa- 
tions would result in a far more powerful body, 
which would be a great benefit. ; 

Mr. Gillespie seconded the motion, and the 
report was passed. 

Mr. John Murphy proposed a vote of thanks 
to the outgoing Chairman, Mr. H. Grimes, and 
paid a cordial tribute to his work for the Aseo- 
ciation. He considered that the Association 
would greatly benefit by the assistance of the 
younger men, and he would like to see more 
of them becoming members. 

_Mr. Robert Williamson seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was passed. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the honorary 
officers and honorary subecrivers, and the 
auditors, Messrs. Kean and Co., were re-elected.

A VERSATILE ARTIST. 


The death is announced in New York on 
February 3, after a few hours’ illness, of Mr. 
John Butler Yeats, R.H.A., in bis 83rd year. 

The Tine, in its obituary notice, says :— 
John Butler Yeats was born on March 16, 1839, 
at Tullylish, County Down, a parish of which 
his father was rector. His paternal grandfather 
was rector of Drumceliffe, County Shgo, and his 
mother had been a Miss Corbet, daughter of a 
Government official in Dublin. He himself mar- 
ried, 1865, a Miss Pollexfen, of Sligo. | 

Mr. J. B. Yeats was called to tne Irish Bar 
in 1656, but never practised, and im 1868 went 
to London, where he applied himself seriously 
to the study of art, working both in the R.A. 
School and in Heatherleigh’s School in Newman 
street. At the latter he had a fellow-pupil in 
Samuel Butler, about whom he wrote a charm. 
ing and vivid essay in his little volume of 1918, 
“Essays, trish and American.” After some 10 
years of work in London he returned to Ireland, 
first to a studio in York street, Dublin, after- 
wards (in the early ‘eighlies) to 7 Stephen's 
Green. 

HIS DUBLIN STUDIO, 

Literary Dublin soon found out Mr. Yeats, 
and his studio became a centre to which every- 
one who had a poem to read or an idea that 
burned for expression was inevitably attracted, 
Here was haiched a little volumo of poems, 
“Songs and Ballads of Young Ireland,” to 
which W. B. Yeats, John Todhunter, Katharine 
Tynan, Rose Kavanagh (a name unknown to 
the world, but of fragrant memory to a few), 
and T. W. Rolleston contributed. Here, too, 
an Irish literary and political magazine, the 
Dublin Univermty Review—it had no con- 
nection with the University, which afterwards 
formally disowned it—wuas designed. lt con- 
tained the earliest printed work of W. B. Yeats 
and of Jane Barlow, and published Dr. Douglas 
Hyde’s first summons to the task afterwards 
taken up by the Gaelic League. Most of the 
Irish personalities of the time figure in paint- 
ings or eketches by Yeats in the Dublin munici- 
pal collection or the Irish Portrait Gailery. 

In 1887 he moved with his family to London, 
where he lived in Bedford Park.. Here he did 
much excellent work in black and white— 
especially notabic were his series of illustrations 
in sepia drawing for Dent’s edition of Defoe. 
In 1902 he moved back to Dublin, where be 
painted many portraits of intcrest, and in 1908 
went, on the invitation of Mr. John Quinn, on 
a visit to New York, where be had intended 
to spend only a few weeks, but ultimately 
settled down for the rest of his life. Here he 
added literary laurels to those he had won in 
painting. Extracts from his letters to his son 
(the extracts were made by Mr. Ezra Pound) 
appeared in 1917, and were followed by .a small 
volume of Essays in 1918. One passage from an 
essay on the work of Thomas Hardy, “ In 
Hardy's sentences there is always un under- 
sound which is the croon of poetry, like the 
noise of the sea breaking on far-away rock- 
bound shores,” is enough to show that he had 
high gifts as an interpreter and critic, gifts 
which were exercised too little and too late. 


INCOMPARABLE TALK. á 

But it is probably by his incomparable talk 
that those who heard it will best remember 
him. He showed in this, as in his painting, 
the searching, untrammelled eye of the artist, 
intensely interested in life, and always alert to 
catch the gleam of significance and energy in 
common things. His portraits, especially the oil 
paintings, were unequal, partly owing to his 
invincible habit of remodelling his conception 
of the subject half a dozen times before he 
ended it to his satisfaction—an end which, in- 
deed, it may be said, never came at all, for a 
sitter was probably never known to remove a 
portrait except by forcegand under fervent pro 
tests. At his best, however, as in his magnifi- 
cent crayon drawing of Isaac Butt and his head 
of John O'Leary (both in the Dublin Gallery), 
he showed a rare power of renderin | gr samen 
and character, while all that he did, down to 
the most rapid pencil sketch—and he was an 
admirable sketcher—was touched with the grace 
of affection and sympathy. All his children 
have distinguished themselves in the arts. His 
elder son is Mr. W. B. Yeats, his younger son, 
Mr. Jack B. Yeats, well known for his racy 
renderings of Irish life, while his two daughters 
bave made the Cuala s, which they founded 
near Dublin, famous for its choice topography. 
His “Further Letters of John Butler Yeats” 
were published by them in 1920.
